With nothing for the driver's 
right foot te do but operate the 
service brake pedal, & is evident 
ithat stopping would be more ef- 
fective.

The automotive prophets, how- 
ever, €0 not picture the sort of 
brake pedal seen on cars today.

The 
aim will be to make it as simple aa 
possible to bring the braking sys- 
tem into plar, and nothing has sur 
passeé the simplicity of button con-

With- 
in two days every foot of lumber and all 
the hardware that could be salvaged were 
stowed in the hold of the ‘‘Abdon Keene,’’ 
a little freighting schooner, and ‘twas then 
towed to Muscongus by the “Sunbeam.”’ 

A gala occasion was that unloading bee 
when the yacht steamed into Muscongus 
Bay witb its prize. Every soul of the 
island's: population was on hand. There 
was Nathan Carter with his sturdy yoke of 
oxen; there was Cal Prior with his spavined 
horse; Ed Osier with his handsome steers, 
and Ed Carter with Mr. Benson's blind 
mare. Every beast of burden in the village 
Was pressed into service and every man 
contributed his labor. The salvaged ma- 
terial was enough to anewer the need. With 
it to supplement the supply of materials 
already purchased, the new church edifice 
quickly rose and its completion marked the 
dawn of a new spiritual, social and educa- 
tional era for the people of Muscongus. 


ANY purposes are served by this 

structure, built, in the most literal 

sense, by the hands of its con- 
gregation. It is not only a place of 
worship, but fills the need for a com- 
munity hall on long winter evenings and 
houses all socia) gatherings. And its ca- 
pacity is ample for all purposes. Seats for 
150 persone are supplied in the nave. The 
chancel accommodates the pulpit, a large 
organ and a radio set. A veetry provides 
quarters for such affairs as church suppers 
and socials and it is well equipped with 
cookstoves, dishes and kitchen utensils. Up- 
stairs are quarters for visiting pastors, with 
sleeping room, dining room and study. 
Sometimes the coast missionaries who volun- 
tarily offer their services as ministers come 
to the island and live in the apartment par- 
sonage for severa] weeks. 

During the winter and spring, when the 
bay is rough and storms drive the salt spray 
far up on the rocky shores, amusements are 
few in this little village of Musconguese Is- 
land, and it is then that the church building 
best proves ite value as a social center. For 
it is in these community gatherings that the 
island community must find its diversions. 
So far as anybody has observed, it is content 
with what it has. Touch with the outeide 
world is maintained by radio, and almost 
nightly the fisher folk assemble to tune in 
on their favorite stations. Mail service is 
supplied from the village of Round Pond 
two or three times a week, when a dory 
can get across the bay, but there are times 
when this service is irregular. The ice floes 
and dashing waves sometimes repulse the lit- 
tle craft for two weeks at a stretch. 


OT a great merchandising center is 
N Muscongus Island, but the two 

general stores down on Main 
street supply the necessaries of life as 
well as a few luxuries, and most of 
the inhabitants are able to travel across 
to the mainiand occasionally to  pur- 
chase such articles as may not be available 
‘at home Those hardy lobster hunters are 


handy men with boats. A trip of a mile or 
80 across the bay means nothing to them 
or to their families, reared in an atmosphere 
Of salt-air adventure The smallest chil- 
dren take to boats and fishing nets almost 
by the time the cradle is abandoned. Be- 
the stores there is another “business 
house’ in Muscongus that cannot be over- 
looked It is none other than the Main 
barber shop. and this shop, be it 
known, does ite share of bobbing, just the 
same as Main street barber shops in more 
worldly communities 

Its only in political and governmental! life 
that Muscongus Isiand is a “No Man's 
Land While most communities are bur- 
dened with laws than anybody can 
remember or obey and more politics than is 
xood for honesty, this isolated little worid 
flourishes happily under a government sys- 
which is no system at all, and yet at 
th@ same time is a plan under which every- 
body minds his own business. It might not 
work for a more complex civilisation. but 
it does work for Muscongus. One will look 
far ere he finds a better regulated co:s- 
munity.
